MARSHFIELD, Mo., Oct: 10.-- 
Despite vigorous: objections by the 
defense, Dick Carter today. was put 
on the stand as a witness for the 
State against Claude J. Piersol, 
charged with kidnaping Baby Lleyd 
Keet. Carter is not accused in the. 
Keet case, but is a co-defendant 
with Plersol an a charge of plotting 
to abduct C. A. Clement, a Spring- 
field (Mo.) jeweler. 

The jury was excluded from the 
room while arguments were. being 
heard as to the admissibility of Car- 
ter's testimony. While the jury was 
away Carter was questioned. He 
said’ the Prosecuting Attorney of 
Greene County promised to make it 
easy for him in the Clement case if 
‘the would .teatify against Pierao!l in 
the Keet case. The defense held that 
this admission alone would exclude 
Carter's testimony, but his conten- 
tion was overruled by Judge Skinker. 

Carter on direct examination tes- 
tified in substance as follows: That 
last winter he made 15 or 20 trips 
at night in outomobiles with Piersal, 
Taylor Adams and others. Their ob- 
pect was to capture a man named 
Langford, said to be wanted for 
stealing Government bonds. One 
night about March 18, they followed 
an automobile from the public square 
in Springfield to the Keet home 
where the first car turned in. 
next night they drove near the Keet 
home, stopped in the road abow! 
minutes and then returned to town. 
Carter ‘said he asked Piersol why 
they went out there, and that Piersol 
answered, We are going to get a 
baby.” Two days later Carter went 
to Kansas where he remained until 
he was arrested after the kidnap- 
ing. 

On e Carter said 
the States Attorney had promised to 
make it easy for him it he would 
testify againsht Piersol. He said his 
motive in testifying was to get out 
of the trouble he was in. He admit- 
ted that up to the last few days he 
steadfastly had denied to his own at- 
torneys that he knew anything about 
Pirsol’s oprations.

STRENGTH EBBING 
FOR FIRST TIME 


French Data Shows Teutons Are 
No Longer Able to Draw 
Upon Reserves. 


LOSSES IN WEST. HEAVY 


Supreme Effort Failed and Kaiser 
Is Now Only Taking De- 
fensive Measures. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—Ger- 
many's military strength now shows 
a clear decrease for the first time 
since the war began, according to a 
review based upon data of the French 
general staff, made public here by 
the French high commission. 

Worn down and driven back by 
the never-ending pounding of the al- 
lies on the western front, the state- 
ment says, the Germans have made 
their supreme military effort after 
drawing heavily upon their inactive 
armies in the east and calling out 
their 1918 and part of the 1919 re- 
serves. 

Thus, while the allies have reached 


and are prepared to maintain their 
full strength while awaiting the com- 
ing of America’s great army, the en- 
emy resources are diminishing at the 
very moment when the military sit- 
uation demands that they increase. 

This shows,“ concludes the state- 
ment, “the decisive character at- 
tending the operations in 1918, when 
three great democracies, England, 
France and America, will unite their 
entire strength in attacking the en- 
emy, in conformity with the only 
sound principle of war.” 


‘Text of Statement. 


The commission’s statement,  is- 
sued through the Committee on Pub- 
lic Information, follows: 

“Both Franco-German fronts on 
the Aisne, 1917, and Verdun, 1916, 
have already been compared and it 
has been noted that they are practi- 
cally of the same length. It has been 
stated that the German forces oc- 
cupying them before the attack were 
equally comparable: 12 and 14 di- 
visions. It is known that during the 
same period, from May to September, 
the Germans engaged 25 fresh di- 
visions at Verdun and that they havo 
been obliged to engage 45 on the 
Aisne. Furthermore, during an equal 
period the French took 5863 prison- 
ers at Verdun and 8653 on the Aisne. 

This comparison includes only a 
small sector of the French front. But 
it showed a very interesting result 
due to the increase of the material 
forces of the Allies and the improved 


as testified by the German staff it- 
self, apropos of the battle of the 
Somme, in explaining their defeat: 


“If the above comparison is ex- 
tended today to the entire Franco- 
English front, if you consider that 
from April 15 to June 15 the enemy 
engaged 108 divisions against the 
Anglo-French forces, and finally, if 
one bears in mind that the successes 
of the British offensive at Ypres, 
obliged the enemy to engage 15 di- 
visions during the last ten days you 
can understand why the German 
losses on the western front grew 
heavier and heavier. (They admit 
the loss of 116,000 men during the 
month of May; 140,000 men are es- 
timated by the Allied staff during 
the month of June. 


This is because the fighting on 
the western front, as a matter of 
fact, practically never ceases. 
Whether in the French sectors of 
Verdun or the Aisne, or in the En- 
glish sectors of Arras and Ypres, 
the fighting is only discontinued at 
one point to be taken up at another. 
In addition to the big attacks, a 
quantity of carefully prepared small 
actions, which have been crowned 
with success and of which the bulle- 
tins are not able to give a clear idea, 
increase the attrition of the Ger- 
mans. 

This constant activity, coinciding 
with the weakness and inaction of 
the Russians, also explains why the 
Germans are obliged to maintain and 
succeed in effectually maintaining 
three times larger forces on the 
French front than on the Russian 
front. (In the beginning of the sum- 
mer there were 156 divisions to 700 
kilometers on the French front, as 
against 130 Austro-German and Bul- 
garian divisions, 77 of which were 
German, on the eastern.) It is 
known that the Russians’ winter 
practically puts a stop to all active 
operations, and that the reaction of 
the internal events in Russia on the 
eastern front has allowed Germany 
to consider it a veritable reserve for 
the western front. 

“It clearly appears at present that 
the German staff, remembering the 
critical situation in which they found 
themselves following the Anglo- 
French success in the Somme in 
1916, fears to see their western front 
broken by the allied offensives in 
1917. 

“All the measures they have taken 
have been defensive in character, in- 
tended to strengthen their resistance 
in the face of Anglo-French forces. 
Not content with declining to give 
battle and withdrawing a portion of 
their front on the Hindenburg posi- 
tions, they have transported to the 
western front between January and 
April a certain number of divisions 
drawn from the eastern front. As 
this did not suffice, they have 
drawn the picked men from each of 


of 1918 have formed 17 new divi- 
sions, 16 of which have appeated in 
France. 

“They have then exchanged their 
picked troops of the eastern front for 
the inferior ones of the western 
front (Landwehr), Finally, once the 
battle begun, in order to hold out, 
they have successively replaced, 
number for number, those exhaust- 
ed from the French front by fresh 
numbers from the eastern front. 


“However, in spite of using all 
these methods of which the latter 
have been possible, this year, due to 
the trouble made by the Russian 
revolution, Germany has made her 
supreme military effort, 

“This is evidenced by the two fol- 
lowing statements, which should be 
compared for future enlightenment: 

„1. After the formation of the 27 
divisions abeve mentioned, Germany 
had intended to create more divi- 
sions with the regiments of the se- 
ries 101-102. Not only has she 
been obliged to abandon the latter 
part of her program because of the 
calling out ef a portion of the class 
of 1919, but she has been obliged to 
break up several newly formed regi- 
ments to reinforce the fighting units 
and for the firat time since the be- 
ginning of the war, a clear decrease 
in the total strength of the German 
forces is in record. 


“9. At the very time that her total 
strength is diminishing Germany 
finds herself obliged to increase her 
reserves on the French front to 40 
divisions, with the sole aim of pro- 
viding relays and resistance. There- 
fore, just as the offensive strength 
of the Germans has been broken in 
the open fields on the Marne and 
Yser, and in the trench warfare at 
Verdun, her facilities for maneuver- 
ing, that is to gay, the possibility of 
transporting valuable reserves from 
one front to another, is prevented 
at present by the continuity and 
intensity of the Anglo-French of- 
fensive. Germany has still great 
powers of resistance which will take 
all the allied forces to break. She is 
capable of executing very vigorous 
local offensives. But her resources 
are diminishing at the very moment 


when the military situation requires 
that they should increase. 

“That is the principal point. 

“On the other hand, British and 
French armies have reached their 
full strength in men and material, 
and are capable with help of America 


of 


strength which they have gained to 
the end of the war.

They are making patriotism, love of 
country, devotion to the flag and a 
sense of duty to others living facts, 
instead of unreal phrases. The pub- 
lic schools are laboratories of Ameri- 
canism for our children; the train- 
ing camps are laboratories of Ameri- 
canism for our young men. 

I have just seen a party of draft- 
ed men from the East Side of New 
York City start for Camp Upton with 
a band playing, an American flag 
flying and two of their number in 
front, one dressed as Uncle Sam and 
the other as the Kaiser, 
along in manacles.

out 


its promise to reduce world’s 
series prices, there is a little fly in 
the ointment, and while it is true 
that about 22,000 persons paid only 
half as much for seating privileges 
as formerly, it is also true that 
about 8000 paid $3.50 more for seats 
than they were worth! 

In order not to reduce the total 
gate receipts at the Sox park, the 
management increased its box seat- 
ing arrangements from about 2900 or 
so to nearly 10,000. This was ac- 
complished legitimately by building 
new seats lower down, in front of 
the old boxes; by putting up tempor- 
ary field boxes between the pavilions 
and grandstand, and by putting a 
pipe railing around what were just 
grandstand seats, formerly, and cal'- 
ing them “box” seats 

The only injustice worked was in 
this last arrangement which made 
some 6000 persons pay $5 for seats 
that, during the regular season sold 
for 75 cents—going some, eh Bo?
